Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-21 are allowed in view of amendment and Applicant's 
arguments (pages 11 of 25 of Appeal Brief). Particularly, the prior art of record fails to 
disclose or fairly suggest a system or method for distributing and sharing loads and 
increasing fault tolerance between provider equipment and subscriber equipment as 
claimed including "...wherein said executing said video session comprises concurrently 
processing different sub-parts of session-state data of said video session at said 
primary head-end controller and said at least one secondary head- end controller using 
a distributed managing module associated with each of said primary head-end controller 
and said at least one secondary head-end controller...' as similarly recited in 
combination with other features with respect to independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
